vn to him, Jguſtas gently he rece ie 
ur d mp letters: ſo he EP graunt me 
and

and my fellowes that be in duraunce 
pure lawtull requeſts. But this 3 do 
pte (good reader) not to make diſs 
courſe of any matter, but onlp fo2 the 
mateſtpe and honour of Gods word, 
to declare mine ſnnocency of treaſon 
oz anpe cupll wyll o malpce that Y 
beare to the Quenes bighncs oz anp 
ſuperiour power. Doubtles 3 thank 
our heauenlye father à haue reade to 
many times the wozd of life and mar 
ked it to well, to fpghte agapnſt oz 
curſe the magiſtrates. J pʒape God 
to geue them bndcerſtandinge of hys 
holp truth, wypth lone to followe it: 
and the harme that 3 woulde to any 
man lining happen to my ſelfe, Foz 
the comauudement ot Cod is that we 
Ghonld not only lone our frends, butMat.s, 
alſo our enemtes. And not onlp wiſh 
good and pzay foz our frends as det⸗ 
tours vnto God and the m foz the bes 
nefites we take at thetr hands , but 
alſo pꝛape foz our ennemies, lamen⸗ 
_ tinge the tirannye and wickednes of 
ſynne that cauſcththem too hate and 
perſecute whome God requireth ts 
B. b. loue, 
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lone. Pet doeth Saynte John in his 
Cpiltcl commaund the readers ther⸗ 
of to beware they pꝛape not foz ſuch 
as be ſubſecte to the ſpnne whiche is 
to death. But ſuppoſe that in theſe 
late dapes, wherein the ſpirtte of 
ludgement and diſcreation oz diſcer⸗ 
ning of ſins, is not ſo abundantly in 
men as it was in bis time: no man 
Ghonlde withoute a ſpecialli teſtimo⸗ 
nee of the holpe ghoſt, particularlye 
93 expꝛeſſelye iudge that ſpnne to be 
in anye man. Foz the iudgementes 
of God, who ſhall tourne from wics 
kednefſe, oz who ſhall fall from ver⸗ 
tue, befoze this moztall life be ended, 
be not reuepled noz knowen vntoo 
menne. And pet in caſe J knewe(as 
faint Jobn ſateth)a man that ſynned 
vn to death, foz whome by the com⸗ 
maunde mente of God J ſhoulde not 
pꝛap: it foloweth not that J ſhoulde 
curſe him foz whom J may not pꝛap. 
And z reiopte vᷣ̊ the inſcrutabletudge 
ment of god ſuffreth þ wicked to ſlaũ⸗ 
der me with that euil that of al others 

A baue ben all my life time (3 "_

God) leaſt troubled and in daunger 
Wvithail. Fo2Jnener curſed man noz 
beaſts other wyſe then the wooꝛde of 
God wylied me foz the tyme Whples 
J p2cachcd bys wozd to rebuke (yn, 

do remember that Sapnte Aus 


guſtine in his booke of Thziftes ſer⸗ 


mon in the monnte , bathe manre 
Godlpe ſentences and ſayinges in 
this matter. But J mynde not to 
wzitca boke of it butenly to ſpeake 
the truth of my (clf agapnſt wycked 
ſklaunderers , that care not ſo they 
mape burte , how thep hurte, no2 ſa 
they kyll by what meanes they kyll. 

In the pſalmes and in the pꝛopheta 
be maruelous execrations of the wic 
ked, and ſpeciallpe agaynſte ſuche 
as wyth the death ofthe Godlye goo 
abonte to condempne the woozde of 
God and to oppꝛeſſe it. Chzifte alſo 
and his Apoſtels vſed maruelous ex⸗ 
ecrations, when he ſayed, woo be vn⸗ 
to the Chozozain , wo be bnto thee 
Bethſaida. ec. 

Saint Paul wyſhed them deſtroied 
that troubled the church of theGalas 


thy-

thians. Alſo he called the high pꝛielt 
painted wall to his fate: and Peter 
killed with a wozd Ananias and Sas 
phira bis wyfe. Saint Paule ſtrake 
blynde Elimas the witche . Cliſcus 
cauſed the wplde brare to teare and 
kyll the chyldzen that mocked hym. 
Elias cauſcd ſpꝛe from heauen to fal 
vpon the meſſengers of Pcholtas ths 
kinge. 

Theſe thinges declare that therte 
were at all tymes curſings vſed, and 
extreame puniſhment followed ſuch 
as were by Gods commaundemente 
curſed; and pet ſuche as did curſe res 
mapncd ſtyll in the fauour of God. 

But theſe examples no pꝛiuate 
man may folo w, foz theſe men wers 
publtke pzeachers of Goddes word, 
Whoſe office was by all meancs ſo to 
rebuke and condempne ſinne,as thet 
were inſtructed by the woꝛd of God. 
And he that marketh the condicion 
of theſe perſons, ſhall perceaue tbat

Foz aly 8 
thoughe God rcquire of publtke mi⸗ 
niſters to doe that appartainethe to 
their publike office in curſinge and 
thzeatning of bis ire and diſpleaſurt 

pet be taketh not frome them bis nas 
turall affcction to pitty and bewatle 
eurn ſuch as they krowe moſt iuſtly
